The nation-wide steel strike took 
effect In Salem at m idnight when 
pickets began patrols a t the en­ 
trances of the Mullins Mfg Corp. 
The num ber idle here represents 
approxim ately 26 per cent of the 
city's industrially employed popu­ 
lation Nearly 4 500 jwrsons are now 
employed in Salem plants, all of 
which will be affected by the strike 
should it continue. 
Salem Industry was actually a f­ 
fected at only the Mullins plant to­ 
day. but a survey of other local 
plants 
revealed 
th at .supplies on 
hand will keep the rest of the city’s 
industry in 
a ra tio n from thrfe to 
four weeks, in most cases
